TWm FAIXS — Gasoline prices in Twin Falls 
took- an unprecedented seven cent per gallon 
jump during the past month. 

ATimcs-New3 survey of city stations showed 
regular gas prices soared 15.1 per cent for 
regular during December and January. 

Regular gas prices rose seven cents, to an' 
average of 53.3 cents per gallon. 

Premium prices rose less, B.6 cents to an* 
average of 56.4 '■cms .per gallon. 

Few people seemed surprised. With one 
exception, station managers said their 
customers did not express shock at, the new 
_priccs. One manager, however, said people 



would commonly drive !n and leave after 
checking the gas pump listing. - 

The lowest price for regular at the six statioas 
was 51.9 cents per gallon and for premlurnjwas 
M.7 cents. At one station regular gas sold for 
56.4 cents and at another station premium gas 
reached 59.7 cents per. gallon. ■ 

At 'the one self-service pump -still open, 
regular gas sold for 49.9 cents and premium gas 
for 52.9 cents per gallon. LasLspriiig five out of 
seven stations surveyed had self-service 
available.
